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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's claim 1 is drawn toward a method for recording an information 
stream on a record medium, the information stream comprising a plurality of alternative 
streams and at least one common part, wherein the alternative streams of the 
information stream are recorded in an interleaved manner; a processor dividing each of 
the alternative information streams into alternative information stream blocks; a 
processor dividing each of the common information stream parts into common 
information stream blocks; and using media write means for recording the information 
stream on a physical media as a succession of consecutive interleaved units, each 
interleaved unit comprising one and only one corresponding block of each of the 
common information stream parts and one and only one corresponding block of each of 
the alternative information streams, the common information stream blocks being 
separate from the alternative information stream blocks. 

Applicant's independent claim 1 comprises a particular combination that is 
neither taught nor suggested by the prior art. The closest prior art of record, Kashiwagi 
et al (US Patent 6,907,190), differs from the claimed invention by failing to teach or fairly 
suggest each interleaved unit comprising one and only one corresponding block of each 
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of the common information stream parts and one and only one corresponding block of 
each of the alternative information streams. 

Applicant's independent claim 7 is the corresponding record medium of claim 1, 
and because it contains similar limitations is deemed allowable in view of the 
explanation set forth in regards to claim 1 above.
